R o'ie rf s lins served a prison sen­ 
tence fo r fraud in the election in 
which he was elected m ayor 
some 
years ago and Bunch wa- convicted 
of conspiracy to 
use the mails to 
defraud in connection with a land 
swindle while he was m ayor of Mun­ 
cie. 


Should either of these men— or 
both 
o f them— be elected the fir-4 
step 
undoubtedly will be contesting 
their election under the new 
state 
law. 
It 
litigation should hold up 
their inaugurations, the present mo­ 
ors likely would continue in office 
because the law provides that m ay­ 


ors shall continue until their sin 
Cfssors have been elected and qual­ 
ified.
